Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 
because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which 
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disclose or suggest, a tensioning system used in joint repair surgery involving 
independent tensioning of multiple tissue graft strands attached to a bone tunnel, 
including the limitations as set forth in claims 1 , 1 1 , 25, and 30. 

It is noted that Goble et al (US Pat. 5713897, in IDS) in combination with Newfeld 
(US Pat 3842824) discloses a ligament tensioning device with breakable pins, but lacks 
a tensioning block that keeps the two adjustable tensioning apparatus in a spaced-apart 
relationship and a tensioning calculator. Also, the examiner could not find any other 
reference that would teach such limitation.
